Met of this exposure is en- 
tirely involuntary, enc the 
person exposed must pay the 
peraity for another’s indiffer- 
ence. Most oi you Know how 
deadly diphtheria can be and 
how serious the after-effects fre- 
quently prove to be. 

It has been several years now 
since the Schick test was intro- 
duced into the public schools to 
find out who wes susceptible to 
diphtheria infection. This is a 
simpie process but, on the prin- 
ciple of lctting well enough alone, 
many parents refused to allow 
their well children to take the 
test until the health ordinances 
coinoellcd it. After the tests 
Gisclosee the possibility of cer- 
tain childien contracting diph- 
theria, theie was available the 
preventive scrum of toxin anti- 
toxin for the purpose of immun- 
izing the suspect against devel- 
oping the disease. 

Here again much opposition 
was met and had to be over- 
come. Sippose we admit that 
injury and even death have fol- 
lowed certain inoculations. It is 
also true that this is a rare form 
of accident and while it shoula 
never octur, it is not a conclu- 
sive argument against the use 
of immunizing toxins. Other 
medicines are sometimes wrongly 
administered and produce seri- 
ous results, but we do not on 
that account quit using medi- 
cines. It is possible for mate- 
rials themselves to become 
changed in their nature. but 
with the extreme laboratory pre- 
cautions used today in produc- 
ing serums and with cleanliness 
in handling these products, we 
can have complete confidence in 
cur present methods of preven- 
tive treatment.

ORE recently the toxin anti- 

toxins have given way to a 
still more effective toxoid which 
has. apparently no objectionable 
features. Some of the old resent- 
ment still remains, however, to 
- be reasoned with, and fcr those 
‘who harbor it, it is well to say 
that special care should be re- 
served for certain children. These 
are those who have tubercular 
or.scrofulous tendencies or those 
who show marked nervous symp- 
toms. 

Some children have a special 
allergy or sensitivity to non- 
srecific proteins of any sort. One 
group known as carriers, who 
harbor the germs of diphtheria, 
but do not develop them, are 
likely to react -strongly to im- 
munization. This is probably due 
to the fact that the germs are 
actually present.

Venizelos Most Important Figure in the History of 


PEE Se et 


EMOCRACY may come and 
kings may go, but Venizelos 
goes on forever. That’s the gen- 
eral impression you can get after 
reading of the ex-premier’s re- 
cent attempt to overthrow the 


’ existing Greek government, This 


unusual man, who is seventy now, 
but has seemed almost that old 
for many ‘years, is a most retir- 
ing person—that is, he has re- 
tired from public life many times, 
only to bob up again to take the 
reins of the realm. This time it 
didn’t work, and the golorful 
pratagonist was foreed to flee 
his home on the island of Crete. 

“He has heen. premier seven 
times—different times. . At ~first 
he really belonged in the cate- 


gory of a revolutionist, He start, 


ed as a.lawyer from Crete, and 
was one of the leaders “ini the 
Cretan revolt of 1897, which 
threw off the Turkish yoke. From 
then an he -became. mixed in 
Greek politics. and first became 
premier in 1910. 

His initial disagreement with 
King Constantine eame with the 
advent of the war Venizelos was 


all for the Allies, while the King.. 


because of his Germanic back- 
ground, favored neutrality. For 
half the war Greece remained 
neutra!, then Venizelos demand- 
ed that the.peaple haye the op-

portunity to decide for them- 
selves what to do. Accordingly 
he formed a provisional govern- 
ment, and the king was forced 
to abdicate in 1917. 

Fortune next turned against 

him, for on the heels of diplo- 
matic victories at Versailles. his 
government was overthrown and 
the king came back. Venizelos 
was forced to flee for his life. but 
the influence he had wielded for 
so long remained in the mirids 
of the people, and in 1924 he 
had the last laugh by once more 
ousting. the king. Now, instead 
of a -revolutionist,: he stood for 
law and order. That was in 
March. In June ‘he suffered a 
heart attack and resigned. 
. After two years he was back 
again as Premier, and four years 
later was out <nd in again in 
the space of two,months. He 
finally laid down his power two 
years ago, and stayed quietly in 
his Cretan home uatil the recent 
uprising, 

He is cursed as a great detri- 
ment by some, and praised as @ 
genius by others.

boiling water. 1f you would like 
to have a chicken for dinner the 
next day. remove ithe = choice 
pieces and add the back, neck 
and bony portions to your soup 
kettle. Simmer slowly for two 
hours. When the soup starts to 
simmer drop in a small cheese- 
cloth bae in which has been tied. 
one-fourth teaspoon peppercorns 
one-half pavleaf, one sprig 
thyme, two laurel leaves and a 
sprig of parsicy. At the end of 


two hours strain the soup and 
adc sa't to taste and two large 
uncooked beets that have been 


finely chopped. Cook for fifteen 
minutes, strain and serve with a 
topping of whipped sour cream. 


Peroski 
These are littl meat-filled 
rolls that are served with the 


soup course. Make a yeast dough 
as follows: Put one cup shorten- 
ing and three-fourths cup sugar 
to one cup boiling water. Cook 
until lukewarm and add two 
yeast cakes that have been seft- 
ened '1 another cup of Jukewarm 
water Add two well-neaten cggs, 
cne teaspoon salt and six cunds 
pastry flour. Turn onto «a board 
and knead thoroughly. Roll thin 
and cut into large rounds. Spread 
with melted butter and beaten 
egg, then place a sausage-lke 
pat of meat filling in the center 
of each round.
